Rejoinder 

Claim 4, as specifically drawn to a method of screening for a substance that inhibits acylated 
homoserine lactone comprising (i) culturing animal cells with a test substance in the presence of 
acylated homoserine lactone represented by formula I and (ii) detecting phosphorylated-Akt, 
wherein increased phosphorylation reflects inhibition of acylated homoserine lactone has been 
found to be allowable. Thus, the restriction requirement between Groups II and IV has been 
withdrawn upon reconsideration. As such, Claim 8, as set forth below, has been rejoined for 
examination. In view of die withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the rejoined inventions, 
applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, 
such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/ or nonstatutory double patenting rejections 
over the claims of the instant application.

A kit for using in the screening method of claim 4, 
comprising the following elements: 

a) an acylated homoserine lactone represented by formula I:

b) an animal cell, and 

c) a means for measuring Akt activity an anti-phosphorylated Akt antibody .
